From Fort Plclceni. 


FORT PICKENS, JUIIQ 20. 


Yesterday n negro slave, the property of 


Mr. Pilot Mixon of Penaacola, was picked 
up on the island by one of the patrolinf,' 
parlies nud brought itito the fort. 
Account- 


ing for himself, he stated that he crossed 
over from I'eusucolu in an old skiff, aonu; 
two weeks ago, aiuce which time he baa re- 
mained on the upper end of tho island, 
(about 8 miles "distant), living on whortle- 
berries ; did not come into the fort for it'ur 
of being sent back to PeHsncola. lie i i u 
runaway. He left his beloved muster with- 
out a "pass*1—that in to say, he uecudcd.— 
But he came awuy empty-handed, and with- 
out stealing any uf his master'^ dimes, or 
old clothes, or other chattels, except him- 
self, aa his condition abundantly testifies. 
Had Floyd or Davis been "born in tliattu* 
station of lift:1'—that i«, if they were nig- 
gers in servitude—before mukiiig their cu- 
cape they would have contrived, doublles--', 
to add larceny and treachery, nnd perlmpi 
murder and rape to the crime of duhertii.u. 
This negro, however, waa fmti.sfied with 
merely "resuming" the rights and pnwus 
over his own person, heretofore delegated 
to Jlr. Pilot Mixnn. From conversation 
with him I gather (what I had pruvioiihK 
learned from reliable sources) that there nru 
large numbers of slavot in and about Pen 
sacola, anxiously awaiting tlietro|iportunit> 
to escape from bondage. They me elosch 
watched, however, and can scarcely go ten 
steps in any dircct'on without a "pubH."— 
The numerous uantuieU mngins? along the 
beach, Irotu Pcnsacola to Fort McCret', are 
thus ported as much to head olf runaways 
from the peculiar institution an to guard 
against attack from the United States 
troops. Thus far the negroes in this vicin- 
ity have made no systematic efforts for their 
freedom, because the passage is not clearly 
opened before them. They doubt the ro;- 
caption they will meet at this post, and haw 
a lively sense of the coridequetites of being 
sent back to their owner*. 
But tho stam- 


pede will commence sooner or later, and it 
is n wise prophet that can tell ua the end 
thereof. 


The problem is surely working toward its 


solution. The bile which has afflicted om 
country during past generations is co'ming 
to a head at last, We aro getting, even 
day of onr lives, additional evidence that 
the love of liberty is irrepressible and com- 
mon to all humanity. In Misscuri, in Vir 
ginia, and here in Pensacoln, wherever tln- 
"conflict1' becomes practical instead uf theo- 
retical, tho inevitable tendency of the black 
man to escape the servitude which oppres- 
ses him H rnariifcatc-d. 
Tho nt'gro, seeing 


no exodus from the lion.se of bondage, has 
made no effort for freedom. 
And we have 


heard, accordingly, of that beautiful rela- 
tionship between master and servant, indu- 
cing on tho one side a parental care, sup- 
port, and protection, and dove-loping EHtfeni 
and veneration on the other—thus binding 
the slave to his master more closely and in- 
separably than chains and rivets can do it. 
1 believe in the jtaternity of the relation- 
ship to a certain degree. The tie of con- 
scnc/uinitij ought to be a strong one—but it 
exists not betwePti the oppressor and the 
oppressed. Every word that is uttered re 
garding the love of the negro for the :nan 
who claims to own him, is the merest bosh. 
He is human, and personal liberty is tlin 
highest aspiration of every human being. 
He may fear, but he will also hate, whatev- 
er stands between him and his coveted boon. 
His degradation is deep, his ignorance un- 
qualified, and his doom in all respects a 
dark one. But let a ray of light dawn up- 
on his clouded intellect, let the weight that 
keeps him down be lightened by the buoy- 
ancy of hope, and he will quickly rise to the 
surface and seek to escape, not from his 
low and subordinate condition, which ia 
normal, but from unmitigated oppression. 
Show him an outlet and he will speedily fill 
it. The " tie of affection" which binds thn 
slave to his master is a rope of sand. 
HH 


has been kept in place by steni and unre 
Icuting force—by a physical power aguinsl 
which it wra utterly hopeless to struggle.— 
And the great north has in years past con- 
stituted the main element of that power. 
She might have continued so for years to 
como, perhaps forever, only the south has 
discarded her only support, and kicked 
away tho very prop upon which her totter- 
ing institutions rested. 
We are already be- 


ginning to perceive and realize the inovita 
ble result. The slaves, unchecked and un 
awed by the federal arm, will emanicipate 
themselves. For the love of humanity, let 
in hope they have not learned too well the 
leHSim of cruelty and intolerance. 


It will bo a fearful spectacle, but no mat- 


ter for surprise, if the millions of degraded 
and brutalized Africans in the south, having 
once thrown off their shackles, rise up in 
the majesty of brate force, and wreak a ter- 
rible vengeance upon tho proud and haughty 
race which placed the heel on their necks, 
and has added year after year to its crush- 
ing weight. 


An important addition is about to be 


made to tho armament of Fort PickeiH, 
consisting of eight 42-pounder rifled guns. 
They arrived by steamer three days since, 
and are now landed on the beach. A few 
days more, and they will be in position, 
constituting our most powerful batteries, 
and capable of great effect ia battering 
dewn the fortifications of the enemy. 


Concerning Gen. Braprg's intention, but 


little is known on this side of the channel. 
His dispositions, latterly, have been con- 
ducted with less of ostentation and more of 
secrecy than heretofore ; and we are there- 
fore left, in the dark in regard to his plan of 
operations. It is quite certain that he in- 
tended to begin the bombardment the hitter 
part of last month. To that end the effoit 
was made (I believe on the night of the 22d) 
to float the dry-dock from the navy-yard to 
tho narrow part of the channel, opposite 


cCrefL, and there sink it, it being consid- 


ered absolutely necessary to close the chan- 
nel against our war vessels, before opening 
hostilities. 
Fortunately or otherwise, as 


the case maybe, they .nicceeded only in get- 
ting the dock out into thr» bay, and wore 
then compelled to sink it partially, to pre- 
vent ita being driven by a strong north wind 
against our own shore. It is umloubtrdlv 
owing to tbia circumstance that hostilities 
were not commenced. 


It is to be hoped our troops are not to be 


kept here indefinitely, awaiting Gen. Bragg's 
pleasure. We arc doubtless as well pre- 
pared for active measures now aa we ever 
shall be.

out atealibg any of his master's dimes, or 
old clothes, or other chattels, except him- 
self, as' ;iiia, condition abundantly: testifies. 
Had Floyd "or Davis beea "borh.iii tliatar' 
station of'life'?—that'.is, if .they were nig- 
gers in servitude—before mating.'their..es- 
cape they.,vtquld have contrived, doubtless, 
to add larceny and treachery, and perhaps 
murder and rape to the .crime of desertion, 
This negro," however, was satisfied witl 
merely "resuming" the. riglits and power= 
over his.own person, heretofore delegated 
to Mr. Pilot Mlspn." From' conversation 
with him I galhfT.(what I had previously 
learned from reliable sources) that there are 
large numbers of, slaves iu nnd about Pen- 
sacola, anxiously awaiting their opportunity 
to escape from bondage, .they are closely 
watched,'however, ana' can scarcely go ter 
steps in any direction without a "pass."— 
The numerous sentinels ranging along the 
beach, from Peusaeola to Fort McCrep, are 
tfius posted as-much to head off runaways 
from the pecqliar institution as to guarc 
against attack from the' United States 
troops. Thus far the negroes ia this,vicin 
ity-have made no systematic efforts for thoii 
freedom, because the passage is n9t clearly 
opened before them.' They doubt the EC 
ception they will luectatthis post, and have 
a lively sense of the consequences of being 
sent back to their owners. 
But the stam 


pede will commence sooner or later, and 
ji 


is a wise prophet that can tell .us the enc 
thereof. 


The problem is surely working toward its 


solution. 
The bile which has afflicted out 


country during past generations is co'ming 
to a head at last. 
We are getting, every 


day of our lives, additional evidence tha 
the love of liberty is irrepressible and com 
mon to all humanity. 
In Missouri,, in Vir 


ginia, and here in Pensacola, wherever the 
"conflict" becomes practical instead uf theo 
retical, the inevitable tendency of the black 
man to escape the servitude which oppres 
ses him is manifested. 
The negro, see.iuj 


no exodus from the house of bondage, ha 
made no effort for freedom. 
And we hav 


heard, accordingly, of that beautiful rela 
tionship between master and servant, indu 
cing on the one side a parental care, sup 
port, and protection, and developing esteetr 
and veneration on the other—thus binding 
the slave to his master more closely and ir 
separably than chains and rivets can do it 
I. believe in the paternity of the relation 
ship to a certain degree. The tie of con 
^sanguinily ought to be a stroug' one—but it 
exists not between the oppressor and the 
oppressed. 
Every word that is uttered re 


garding the love of the negro for the man 
who claims to own him, ia the merest bosh. 
He is human, and personal liberty is the 
highest aspiration of every human being. 
He may fear, but he will also hate, whatev- 
er stands between him and his coveted boon. 
His degradation is deep, his ignorance un- 
qualified, and his doom in all respects a 
'dark one. 
Bat let a ray of light dawn up- 


on his clouded intellect, let the weight that 
keeps him down be lightened by the buoy- 
ancy of hope,and he will quickly rise to the 
surface and seek to escape, not from his 
low and subordinate condition, which is 
normal, but from unmitigated oppression. 
Show him an outlet and he will speedily fill 
it. 
The " tie of affection" which binds the 


slave to hia- master is a rope of sand. 
He 


hag been kept in place by stern and unre- 
lenting force—by a physical power against 
which it wrs utterly hopeless to struggle.— 
And the great north has in years past con- 
stituted the main element of that power. 
She might have 'continued so for years to 
!come, perhaps forever, only the south has 
discarded her only support, and kicked 
away the very prop upon which her totter- 
ing institutions rested. 
We are already be- 


- ginning to perceive and realize the inevita- 
ble result. 
The slaves, unchecked and un- 


awed by the federal arm, will emanicipaie 
themselves. For the love of humanity, let 
us hope they have not learned too well, the 
lesson bf cruelty aud intolerance. 


It will be a fearful spectacle, but no mat- 


ter for surprise, if the "millions of degraded 
and brutalized Africans in the south, having 
once thrown off their shackles, rise up in 
the majesty of brute force, aud wreak & ter- 
rible vengeance upon the proud and haughty 
face which placed the heel on their necks, 
and has added year after year to its crush- 
ing weight.1

It is also stated that Gen. Lyon and Muj. 


Sturgcs had formed a junction at Leesville, 
ninety miles from Carthago, on Tuesday 
night, and must now be within supporting 
tiiftlance of Col. Seigel, Another battle ap- 
pears to have been fought iu the same 
neighborhood between Col. Wolf, with 500 
Union troops, and 1500 rebels. The latter 
were at first beaten on the prairie, but re- 
treating to the timber, obtained an advan- 
tage over Wolf, who lost JJO men killed uncl 
wounded, himself being among the- killed. 


We have also intelligence that Col. Smith, 


of the 16th Illinois regiment, consisting of 
t*00 men, were surrounded by 2000 seces- 
•ionisLs, principally cavalry, at Monroe Sta- 
tion, on the Hannibal and St. Joseph rail- 
road,—and had called for reinforcements. 
A regiment of infantry and a company of 
dragoons had been sent to their relief from 
Spriiigfiehl. The rebels had burnt 21 cara 
and the railroad .station at Monroe. 


Major General Fremont left Washington 


on Tuesday night for his head-quarters at 
St. Louis, where he has probably arrived 
era tfn'd. 
Hta presence will add to the ener- 


getic campaign against the rebels of the 
soulh-west, which will now, no doubt, be 
inaugurated ; and the news from that quar- 
ter will be looked for with more interest 
thai! the heavy movements of iho federal 
army of the east.

They do not talk much but they do busi- 
ness. The house passed bills yesterday to

The "force bill" was also passed. 


In the senate the resolution approving of 


the acta of the- president was passed ; and 
a bill was considered, appropriating five 
hundred millions and enabling the president 
to accept 500,000 volunteers for the war ; 
it also provides for the frauking privilege 
to colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, ad- 
jutants, quartermasters and captains. 


We like the unanimity and patriotism of 


the new congress. There are but two or 
three northern traitors in it: they bear 
about the same proportion to that body that 
northern sympathizera with the rebels do 
among the people. 


LAW TO PUKOK THK ARMV OF IjfCOMPE- 


TBST OFFICERS.—Iu many instances regi- 
oiente have become inefficient and iu some 
instances demoralised by the incompetency 
of their officers. 
It is no easy matter to 


get rid of an incompetent officer, after he 
has received his commission, besides being 
a slow operation in cases that a court-mar- 
tial can reach. Senator Wilson has incor- 
porated in a bill pertaining to volunteers, a 
useful and effective section. Under its pro- 
visions, it will not bo necessary for the stu- 
pidity or the iucompetency of an officer to 
decimate hia command before bis epauletts 
can be stricken off. The following is the 
section : 


That the general commanding a separate 


department or a detached army is hereby 
authorized to appoint a Military Coramis- 
nion, of not lens than three nor more than 
live ofliceis, whoso duty it shall be- to exam- 
ine the qualifications, propriety of conduct 
and efficiency of any commissioned otlicer 
within his department or army, who shall 
be reported to the board; and upon such 
report, if addressed to such officer, if ap- 
proved 
by the President of the United 


States, the commission of such oflicer shall 
be vacated ; provided, always, thut no offi- 
cer shall be eligible to sit on such board 
whoso rank or promotion would in any way 
be affected by its proceedings, and two 
members at least, if practicable, shall be of 
canal rank of the officer being examined.

vy, for which proposals have boon given 
out, should be iron-plated in' their most 
vulnerable parts, so »B to bo shell proof. 
Jf they are not to be protected in this man- 
ner, they will not realize tlut benefits anti- 
cipated from them. ^ They are intended to 
run in shoal waters — buya and creeks — 
where they will be exposed to batteries on 
shore at short range, aud from which Bhulls 
may be effectually used against them. — 
They will therefore require to be shell- 
proof, 'or they will not be reliable, accord- 
ing to modern sliell practice. 


In England, there is a great variety of 


opinion respecting the 'best modes of btiild- 
ing mailed ships — whether they Mionlii be 
constructed entirely of iron, or of iron niul 
wood combined, or whether wood should lie 
the main frame-work, or merely :t lining 
for tha iron plates to bo fastened upon.

utility has been endorsed by our most able 
naval officer.-;. 
.Such vessels arc costly, it- 


is true, bet we shall fin<! it a more costly 
affair to prolong a struggle with insufficient 
agencies, than to adopt the most elfiiutive 
measures — although the most expensive at 
lirat — to make a complete and speedy set- 
tlement of our troubles. 
Iron-clad steam- 


era can run past forts without much danger, 
and they can aho attack forts and land 
batteries almost with impunity. 
For the 


.sake of our commerce, and our treaties with 
other nations, we 'iro bound to re-establish 
the authority of our government, and open 
our ports that are now b'.ucktulcd within a 
reasonable period. 
If we had throe iron- 


caaocl frigates of light draft (IBfeot) now, 
they could open the trade of the Mississip- 
pi, collect dues at Xev,- Orleans, compel 
submission to tho laws, and make peace 
with power to preserve it. — ftciciifijic Amer- 
ican.

Col. Seigel, instead of being surprised at 


Carthage and his rogimout cut..to pieces, as 
was reported, obtained a victory over tbo 
rebels, who retreated in a south-easterly di- 
rection towards Arkansas, and were pursued 
by Seigel's command. Brig. Gen, Swee'ny, 
at the head of a flying column of federal 
troopa was moving southwardly to intercept 
the_rebels at Verona. 
They are thus be- 


tween two columns, and are not expected to 
escape. 


It is also stated that Gen. Lyon and Muj. 


Sturges had formed a junction at Leesville, 
ninety miles from Carthage, on Tuesday 
night, and must now be within supporting 
distance of Col. Seigel. Another battle ap- 
pears' to have been fought in the same 
neighborhood between Col. Wolf, with 500 
Union troops, and 1500 rebels. 
The latter 


were at first beaten on the prairie, but re- 
treating to the timber, obtained an advan- 
tage over Wolf, who lost 30 men killed and 
wonnded, himself being among the killed. 


We have also intelligence that Col. Smith, 


of the 16th Illinois regiment, consisting of 
800 men, were surrounded by 2000 seces- 
sionists, principally cavalry,'at Monroe Sta- 
tion, on the Hannibal and St. Joseph rail- 
road,—apd had called for reinforcements. 
A regiment of infantry and a company, of 
dragoons had been sent to their relief from 
Springfield.' The rebels had burnt 24 cars 
and the railroa.d station at Monroe. 


Major General Fremont left Washington 


on Tuesday night ior his head-quarters at 
St. Louis, where he has probably arrived 
ere this. His presence will add to the ener- 
getic campaign against the rebels of the 
south-west, which will now, no doubt, be 
inaugurated ; and the news from that quar- 
ter wili be looked for wilh more interest 
than the heavy movements of the federal 
army of the east.

We have at last a working Congress.— 


They do not talk much bnt they do busi- 
ness. The honse passed bills yesterday to 
authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to 
borrow $250,OJO,000; to authorize the 
president to collect duties by sea and land, 
and to close ports where duties cannot be 
collected; and another to prohibit all eonv 
merciil intercourse with the rebel states.— 
The "force bill" was also passed. 


In the senate the resolution approving of

LAW TO PURGE THE ARMY OF INCOMPE- 


TEST OFFICERS.—In many instances regi- 
ments have become inefficient and in some 
instances demoralized by the incompetericy 
of their officers. 
It is no easy matter to 


get rid of an incompetent officer, after he 
has received his commission, besides being 
a slow operation in cases that a court-mar- 
tial can reach. Senator Wilson has incor- 
porated in i* bill pertaining to volunteers, a 
useful and effective section. Under its -pro- 
visions, it will not be necessary for the stu- 
pidity or the incompetency of an officer to 
decimate his command before his epauletts 
can be stricken off. The following is the 
section : 


That the general commanding a separate 


department or a detached array is hereby 
authorized to appoint a Military Commis- 
sion, of not less than three nor more than 
five officers, whoso duty it shall be to exam- 
ine the qualifications, propriety of conduct 
and _ efficiency of any commissioned officer 
within his department or army, who shall 
be reported to the board: and upon such 
report,-if addressed to such officer, if ap- 
proved 
by the President of the United 


States, the commission of such officer shall 
be vacated ; provided, always, that no offi- 
cer shall be eligible to sit on such board 
whoso rank or promotion would in any way 
be affected by its proceedings, and two 
members at least, if practicable, shall be of 
equal rank of the officer being examined. 


Is THIS TRUE ?—The Quincy Herald of

S. E. Fuller, who has just arrived on an 


extra train from the west, brings the fol- 
lowing : This morning, about'8 o'clock, a 
company of horsemen secessionists,number- 
ing probably 100, commanded by John 
Owens, made a demonstration at Monroe 
station, 30 miles west of here. 
They burnt 


the station house, 6 coaches and 18 freight 
cars, tore up a few rails each side of the 
town, and left. A much larger force of 
cavalry was supposed to be a short distance 
off, keeping concealed. A fire in viewito 
the wast was supposed to be the Salt River 
bridge on fire. A Union man, name un- 
known, was killed by the same band near 
Monroe this morning, and an engineer on 
the train bound east was struck on the arm 
by a buckshot fired from a clump of bush- 
es. A detachment of the third Iowa regi- 
ment are now in possession of the town. 


Capt. Ralston, who is here for troops to 


aid Col. Smith at Monroe, says that the 
colonel with 500 of his men are surrounded 
by about 2,000 cavalry, and are in imminent 
danger. Capt. Ralston belongs to Smith's 
regiment, and should know where the men 
are, and it is generally believed that his 
story is true. 


The Cadets, a company of young men of 


Quincy, donned their uniforms and wished 
to go to Monroe to-night, bnt were not per- 
mitted to do so. Rumor says the Home 
Guard, some hundreds strong, will leave in 
the morning. 
Col. Grant's regiment, which 


has been at Naples the last day or two, is 
ordered here to-morrow morning. Col.

From Fort Plclren». 


FOBT PICKENS, June 20. 


Yesterday a negro slave, the property of 


Mr Filot Mixon of Pensacola, was picked 
upon the island by one of the patroling 
parties and brought into the fort. Account- 
ing for himself, he stated that he crossed 
over from Pensacola in an old skiff, some 
two weeks ago, since which time he has re- 
mained on the upper end of the island, 
(about 8 miles "distant), living on whortle- 
berries ; did not come into the fort for fear 
of being sent back to Pensacola. He is t\ 
runaway: He left his beloved master with- 
out a "pass"— that is to say, be seceded.— 
But he came away empty-handed, and with- 
out stealing any of bis master's dimes, or 
old clothes, or other chattels, except him- 
self, as His condition abundantly testifies. 
Had Floyd or Davis been "born iii thatar' 
station of life"— that is, if they were nig- 
gers in servitude— before making their es- 
cape they ,w.puld have contrived, doubtless. 
to add larceny and treachery, and perhp.ps 
murder and rape to the crime of deserticu. 
This negro, " however, was satisfied with 
merely "resuming" the rights and powers 
over his own person, heretofore deVgaied 
to Mr. Pilot Mixpn. From conversation 
with him I gather (what I had previouslv 
learned from reliable sources) that there are 
large numbers of slaves in aud about Pen- 
sacola, anxiously awaiting their opportunity 
to escape from bondage. They are closely 
watched, however, and can scarcely go ten 
steps in any direct:on without a "pass/ — 
The numerous sentinels ranging along the 
beach, from Pensacola to Fort McCrep, are 
tTius posted as much to head off runaways 
from the peculiar institution as to guard 
against attack from the United States 
troops. Thus far the negroes in this yicin 
ity have made no systematic efforts for their 
freedom, because the passage is not clearlj 
opened before them. They doubt the jc 
ception they will meet at this post, and have 
a lively sense of the consequences of being 
sent back to their owners. But the stara 
pede will commence sooner or later, and n 
is a wise prophet that can tell us the end 
thereof. 
The problem is surely working; toward its 


solution. The bile which has afflicted our 
country during past generations is coming 
to a head at last. We are getting, even 
day of our lives, additional evidence tha 
the love of liberty is irrepressible and com 
mon to all humanity. In Missouri, in Vir 
ginia, and here in Pensacola, wherever th« 
"conflict" becomes practical instead uf theo 
retical, the inevitable tendency of the black 
man to escape the servitude which oppres 
ses him is manifested. The negro, seem; 
no exodus from the house of bondage, ha 
made no effort for freedom. 
And we hav 


heard, accordingly, of that beautiful rela 
tionship between master and servant, indu 
cing on the one side a parental care, sup 
port, and protection, and developing esteem 
and veneration on the other — thus bindin, 
the slave to his master more closely and ir 
separably than chains and rivets can do it 
I believe in the paternity of the relation 
ship to a certain degree. The tie of con- 
sanguinity ought to be a strong one— but it 
exists not between the oppressor and the 
oppressed. Every word that is uttered re 
garding the love of the negro for the man 
who claims to own him, is the merest bosh. 
He is human, and personal liberty is the 
highest aspiration of every human being. 
He may fear, but he will also hate, whatev- 
er stands between him and his coveted boon. 
His degradation is deep, his ignorance un- 
qualified, and his doom in all respects a 
dark one. But let a ray of light dawn up- 
on his clouded intellect, let the weight that 
keeps him down be lightened by the buoy- 
ancy of hope, and he will quickly rise to the 
surface and seek to escape, not from his 
low and subordinate condition, which is 
normal, but from unmitigated oppression. 
Show him an outlet and he will speedily fill 
it. The " tie of affection" which binds the 
slave to his master is a rope of sand. He 
has been kept in place by stern and unre- 
lenting force— by a physical power against 
which it wrs utterly hopeless to struggle — 
And the great north has in years past con- 
stituted the main element of that power. 
She might have continued so for years to 
come, perhaps forever, only the south has 
discarded her only support, and kicked 
away the very prop upon which her totter- 
ing institutions rested. We are already be- 
ginning to perceive and realize the inevita- 
ble result. The slaves, unchecked and un- 
awed by the federal arm, will cmanicipate 
themselves. For the love of humanity, let 
us hope they have not learued too well the 
lesson of cruelty and intolerance. 


It will be a fearful spectacle, but no mat- 


ter for surprise, if the millions of degraded 
and brutalized Africans in the south, having 
once thrown off their shackles, rise up in 
the majesty of brute force, aud wreak a ter- 
rible vengeance upon the proud and haughty 
race which placed the heel on their necks, 
and has added year after year to its crush- 
ing weight. 


An important addition is about to be 


made to the armament of Fort Pickens, 
consisting of eight 42-pounder rifled guns. 
They arrived by steamer three days since, 
and are now landed on the beach. A few 
days more, and they will be in position, 
constituting our most powerful batteries, 
and capable of great effect in battering 
dewn the fortifications of the enemy. 


Concerning Gen. Bragg's intention, bnt 


little is known on this side of the channel. 
His dispositions, latterly, have been con- 
ducted with less of ostentation and more of 
secrecy than heretofore ; and we are there- 
fore left in the dark in regard to his plan of 
operations. It is quite certain that he in- 
tended to begin the bombardment the latter 
part of last month. To that end the effort 
was made (I be'ieve on the night of the 22d) 
to float the dry-dock from the navy-yard to 
the narrow part of the channel, opposite 
JlcCrea, and there sink it, it being consid- 
ered absolutely necessary to close the chan-. 
nel against our war vessels, before opening 
hostilities. 
Fortunately or otherwise, as 


the case maybe, they succeeded only in get- 
ting the dock out into the bay, and were 
then compelled to sink it partially, to pre- 
vent its being driven by a strong north wind 
against onr own shore. It is undoubtedly 
owing to this circumstance that hostilities 
were not commenced.

The Battle* In ftlluoorl. 


CoL Seigel, instead of being surprised at 


Carthage and bis regiueut cut to pieces, as 
was reported, obtained a victory over the 
rebels, who retreated in a south-easterly di- 
rection towards Arkansas, anc.' were pursued 
by SeigeFs command. Brig. Gen. Sweeny, 
at the head of a flying column of federal 
troops was moviag southwardly to intercept 
thejrebels at Verona. 
They are thus be- 


tween two columns, and are not expected to 
escape. 


It is also stated that Gen. Lyon and Muj. 


Sturges had formed a junction at Leesville, 
ninety miles from Carthage, ou Tuesday 
night, anil must now be within supporting 
distance of Col. Seigel. Another battle ap- 
pears to have been fought in the same 
neighborhood between Col. Wolf, with 500 
Union troops, and 1500 rebels. The latter 
were at first beaten ou the prairie, but re- 
treating to the timber, obtained an advan- 
tage over Wolf, who lost 30 men killed and 
wounded, himself being among the killed. 


We have also intelligence that Col. Smith, 


of the 16th Illinois regiment, consisting of 
800 men, were surrounded by 2000 seces- 
sionists, principally cavalry,'at MonroeSta- 
tion, on the Hannibal and St. Joseph rail- 
road,—and had called for reinforcements. 
A regiment of infantry and a company of 
dragoons had been sent to their relief from 
Springfield. The rebels had burnt 24 cars 
and the railroad station at Monroe. 


Major General Fremont left Washington 


on Tuesday night for his head-quarters at 
St. Louis, where be has probably arrived 
ere this. His presence will add to the ener- 
getic campaign against the rebels of the 
south-west, which will now. uo doubt, be 
inaugurated ; and the news from that quar- 
ter will be looked for with more interest 
than the heavy movements of the federal 
army of the east. 


Congress* 


We have at last a working Congress.— 


They do not talk much but they do busi- 
ness. The honse passed bills yesterday to 
authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to 
borrow $250,030,000; to authorize the 
president to collect duties by sea and land, 
and to close ports where duties cannot be 
collected ; and another to prohibit all com- 
mercial intercourse with the rebel states.— 
The "force bill" was also passed. 


In the senate the resolution approving of 


the acts of the president was passed ; and 
a bill was considered, appropriating five 
hundred millions and enabling the president 
to accept 500,000 volunteers for the war ; 
it also provides for the franking privilege 
to colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, ad- 
jutants, quartermasters and captains. 


We like the unanimity and patriotism of 


the new congress. 
There are but two or 


three northern traitors in it: they bear 
about the same proportion to that body that 
northern sympathizers with the rebels do 
among the people. 


Iron-Clad. Frigates. 


We would again call the attention o 


those in ^authority at Washington—and 
those medabers who are about deliberating 
ou the affiiH-s of the nation in the extra 
session of congress—to the necessity oL 
making provision for building several new 
iron-clad frigates aud gun boats, or plating 
some of our best steam frigates that are 
now in service. As it regards the cover- 
ing of several of our present frigates with 
coats of mail, contracts might be made for 
this purpose, audjierplates may be prepar- 
ing whilelne vessels are'aetively employed 
up to the very day wlien they are required 
to be decked to have' the plates pot on. 
By pursuing such a course as this, much 
time would be saveJ. Perhaps the best 
method of obtaining a mail-clad; fleet is 
simply to cover wooden-built war vessels 
with thick iron plates. La. Gloire, the cel- 
ebrated French frigate, is built in this man- 
ner, and as she has been fairly tested, it is 
not a mere subject of experiment, but a 
practical-fact.

The new gun boats for the American na- 


vy, for which proposals have been given 
out, should be iron-plated in: their most 
vulnerable parts, so as to be shell proof. 
If they are not to ba protected in this man- 
ner, they will not realize the benefits anti- 
cipated fronL.them. m They are intended to 
run in shoal waters—bays and creeks— 
where they will be exposed to batteries on 
shore at short range, and from which shells 
may be effectually used against them.— 
They will therefore require to be shell- 
proof, 'or they will not be reliable, accord- 
ing to modern shell practice. 


In England, there is a great variety of 


opinion respecting the'best modes of build- 
ing mailed ships—whether they should be 
constructed entirely of iron, or oi'iron ami 
wood combined, or whether wood should be 
the main frame-work, or merely a lining 
for the iron plates to be faste'ned upon. 
There are seven new iron-plated frigates 
building at nearly as many English" and 
Scotch dockyards;.these have timber'lin- 
ings for the iron—the metal being the main 
materials of the vessels. 
The Warrior, 


which was the first for which a contract 
was made with Peun & Sons, cf London. 
seems to have been a costly experiment 
thus'fcr. 
It is not yet half finished, while 


the Black Prince, its consort, building by 
B. Napier, of Glasgow, will be readj- for 
sea in three Or four weeks. The plans ol 
the Warrior have been altered several times, 
and now the government naval authorities 
are not sure but they have made a grand 
mistake in building such vessels, as they 
have come to the conclusion not to enter 
upon the construction of any more at pres- 
ent, but to lengthen several of their line-of- 
battle wooden ships and cover them with 
iron plating. Louis Napoleon hag been 
most active in building such vessels. 
Ad- 


miral Elliott,' of the British navy, states 
that he lately saw. twelve, iron cased frigates 
larger than La Gloire in the French dock- 
yards; also-two line-of-battle ships pierced 
for one hundred guns each. The French 
force in armor-clad vessels, is now tweuty- 
four frigates of the first class. 


These facts deserve attention, inasmuch 


as they show how much we are behind oth 
er naval powers. 
We have not a single 


iron plated gun boat or other vessel in our 
navy, and no measures have yet been taken 
for the construction of one, although their 
utility has been endorsed by our most able 
naval officers. 
Such vessels are costly, itr 


is trne, but we shall find it a more costly 
affair to prolong a struggle with insufficient 
agencies, than to adopt the most effective 
measures—although the most expensive at 
first—to make a complete aud speedy set- 
tlement of ourtroubles. 
Iron-clad steam- 


ers can run past forts without much danger, 
and they can also attack forts and land 
batteries almost with impunity. For the 
sake of onr commerce, and our treaties with 
other nations, we are bound to re-establish 
the authority of our government, and open 
our ports that are now blockaded within a 
reasonable period. If we had three iron- 
cased frigates of light drafi (18 feet) now, 
they could open the trade of the Mississip- 
pi, collect dues at New Orleans, compel

ST. Louis, July 10. 


On the forenoon of the 5th Col. Siegel, 


with his regiment and part of Col. Solo- 
mon's and 10 pieces artillery, in all some 
1100 or 1200 men, attacked 6000 rebels un- 
der Gen. Rains and Col. Parsons, about 7 
miles east of Carthage, on the prairie. 


Enemy had 5 cannon and many mounted 


men. Siegel began the attack at half past 
nine a. m., breaking enemy's centre twice, 
and after an hour and half's fighting si- 
lenced their artillery. 


Rebels had three flags, one of the state 


Missouri, unharmed, aud two secession flags 
twice shot down, and raised no more. 


The enemy attempted to outflank our 


troops with cavalry and cut off our baggage 
wagons, but Siegel made retreating move- 
ment, keeping up constant firing, and ord- 
ered baggage train to advance, which was 
"ormed in two columns,' with battalliou of 
infantry, supported by four pieces of artil- 
lery in the rear of each body and the re- 
mainder of artillery in front. 


Rebels then attempted-to cut off commu- 


nication with Carthage with cavalry but our 
artillery took them at cross fire, causing 
jreat havoc in their ranks, which opened 
the road, add Siegel fell back on Carthage, 
while the enemy harrassed his flanks up to 
own, where another stand was made. 


The rebels being in possession of the 


own, Siegel surrounded it, throwing shot 
ind grenades into the enemy's cavalry and 
using his infantry with great effect while at- 
euipting to reach adjacent woods to pre- 
vent the use of cavalry. 


Here the rebels made the most serious 


attack and the bloodiest part of the battle 
was fought, the enemy being finally routed 
and forced to withdraw their forces. 


Siegel then fell back on Mount Vernon, 


where he could be supported. 


Some cavalry officers, taken about 5 o'- 


clock, reported the loss of the enemy about 
fifty ; but as the severest fighting was done 
alter that, their loss must be considerably 
greater.

LAW TO PURGE THE ABMT OF INCOMPE- 


TEST OFFICERS.—In many instances regi- 
ments have become inefficient and in some 
instances demoralized by the incompetency 
of their officers. It is no easy matter to 
get rid of an incompetent officer, after he 
has received his commission, besides being 
a slow operation in cases that a court-mar- 
tial can reach. Senator Wilson has incor- 
porated in a bill pertaining to volunteers, a 
useful and effective section. Under its •pro- 
visions, it will not be necessary for the stu- 
pidity or the incompetency of an officer to 
decimate his command before his epauletts 
can be stricken off. The following is the 
section : 


That the general commanding a separate 


department or a detached army is hereby 
authorized to appoint a Military Commis- 
sion, of not lets than three nor more than 
five officers, whoso dnty it shall be to exam- 
ine the qualifications, propriety of conduct 
and efficiency of any commissioned officer 
within his department or army, who shall 
be reported to the board: and npon such 
reportj-if addressed to such office-, if ap- 
proved by the President of the United 
States, the commission of such officer shall 
be vacated; provided, always, that no offi- 
cer shall be eligible to sit on such board 
whose rank or promotion would in any way 
be affected by its proceeding!, and two 
members at least, if practicable, shall be of 
equal rank of tbe officer being examined.

FROM WASHINGTON' VIA NEW ORI.HAXS. 


—The Washington correspondent of the 
New Orleans Picayune favors the public 
with the intelligence that the federal capital 
is about to beabandoned by President Lin- 
coln. He says: 


Everything that could be moved away has 


already gone north from the federal capital. 
Even the portion of the public archives 
daily in use by the various departments of 
the government has been sent on to Phila- 
delphia, and some of them as far as Bos- 
ton. This we have from the most reliable 
authority—that of employees of the rail- 
roads between here and Baltimore, who on- 
ly report what they have seen with their 
own eyes. Their testimony, however, is 
fully corroborated by all passengers from 
Washington, and official reports received 
by the highest authorities here. 


Here is a description of Gen. Lyou. as

tention tnd stoppage, if not of absolute 
seizure. The probability was,. therefore, 
that the American Uajr. except in the cases 
of the regular traders, would be almost ban- 
ished from onr ports. So far are these an- 
ticipations from being realized in this quar- 
ter, that.we never at any time had so many 
ships in the Clyde al one time as at present. 
Not only those which have arrived here- 
with cargo or taking in cargo outward, but 
many vessels have come here from other 
ports, and are on the loading list, success- 
fully competinc with our sbips for freights.
